EARLIER.

days at four o'clock instead of seven, 
is in the lint of progress entered upon 
by the enactment of the new ballot 


law.

that it is entirely possible to poll all 
the votes of a district in eight or nine 
hours. In many instances practically 
the whole vote was deposited iu the 
ballot-boxet by noon, 


The difficulty in regard to employes

WATER. 


The Philadelphia Press of yesterday 


contains the following editorial 


"The 
Chief Inspector of House 


Drainage, George L. Hughes, reports 
that 122 houses in Germantown and 
Manayunk are still discharging their 
house sewage into the Schuylkill river. 
This is done in spite of the expense to 
which the city Las been put in building 
an intercepting sewer to prevent this 
and in spite of the grave menace to 
public health which this involves and 
the outrage to natural sensibilities in 
tVia pollution of the city's drinking 
water close to the points from which it 
is pumped into the reservoirs. 


"The appearance of the water fur- 


nished the city at the present time is 
a disgrace to a civilized community. 
The abundant coal dust alone would 
make it black, and the deeply stirred 
up mud would make it yellow, and the 
combination is a particularly revolting 
brown 
It is, however, less unwhole- 


some than when it is less in quantity 
and clearer, because the proportion of 
bouse drainage from 
German tor, n, 


Manayunk and the sewers of nearby 
Norristown is greater as the volume of 
water decreases 
The lack of filter 


plant and storage basins when the 
river it, deeply stirred up by ice and

respectable atone heap and Mill street Is a ven- 
erable quagmire, and it the trolley road can by 
any possibility make our thoroughfares any 
worse than they fire, I for one would like to see 
It as a matter of curiosity.

Dr. Benjamin Lee, secretary of tbe State 


Board of Health, was spoken to on Friday 
about the typboid fever now prevailing Hi 
Brisfol, and said that the board through ill 
medical inspector, Dr. William B Atkinson, 
is prosecuting an investigation, with the two- 
fold object of ascertaining tbe causes and 
preventing any farther spread of the disease. 
He bad on bis desk a plan of the borougb, 
showing the location of all sewers and the 
localities in whicb tbe disease had been or ia 
prevalent. One sat of figures indicating sus 
plclous cases, while another refeired to 
prouonnced cases of tjpboid fever. 


"We sent Ur. Atkinson to Bustol on Jan- 


uary 26tb," said 0r. Lee, "and lie made a 
careful and very thorough investigation of 
tbe matter. Up to that date, according to 
his report, there bad been about one imn- 
dred cases of fever, but I do not, know how 
many deaths. 
He fonnd that several sew- 


ers emptied into the river close to the water 
works, one being leas than a block away,' 
and in his report he said the water supply 
is abuut equally divided from pumps anc 
hydrants, and that (he disease had appar- 
ently occurred to a ci eater extent among 
those who used hydrants than among those 
who used pumps. 


"He also mentioned the somewhat aignifi 


cant fact that the disease does not prevail 
outside of the borougb limits. 
There' is no 


generil system ot sewerage, and of the sev- 
eral sewers used, a majority are owni'd by 
individuals.

ifectious ; whereas, typhoid is only taken 
y the introduction of the germa iato the 
lomacb through food and dnuk—in a VdSt 
iajonty of cases through drinking water." 
"lu the absence of the finding of germs 


y chemical analysis in tbe water, to what 
o you attribute the disease ?" 
"Tbegeims may be in tbe water, and 
iat will be ascertained by tbe examinations 
et to be made, but I have suggested that 
re milk be examined in connection with 
he examination of the water. 
I ain not in 


position to say whether or not the disease 


conies fiom tbe water, aud will not be able 


"Has the State Board made any sugges- 


tions to tbe borough authorities to guide 
them in their future action t" 


"We only suggested the boiling of all 


water and the general cleaning up of the 
town. The authorities are hampered by a 
clause in their charter which restricts them 
to incurring a very limited debt. 
They aie 


now attempting to have that clause repealed 
so that they may bs placed on tbe same 
tooting as other boroughs." 


"It has beeu suggested, doctor, that the 


method of supplying water to the houses is, 
of itself, likely to prove dangerous to the 
health of its residents. 
Do you know how 


it would affact them ?" 


"1'hdt refers, doubtless, to the lack of 


basins. Theie isn't a storage reservoir iu 
tbe place, aud Ibe water is not given a 
cbance to be rid of sediment. Instead, it is 
pumped directly from the river to tbe houses 
and there used, no matter «hat its condi- 
tion may be. 


"Tbe btate Board of Health, ever since1 


its establishment, bas had a till before every 
Legislature for the^protection of the purity 
ot the water supplies of cities, towns and 
villages, but, up to the present time, ii has 
not succeeded iu convincing the Legislature 
ottbe importance of such a matter: 
The 


only water supplies In the State which have 
beeu protected are Ihcae of Philadelphia aud 
Pittsburg aud that protection 'extends only 
for about five miles beyond the city limits."

A number have 
dieff.and^ojir were lying dead at the time of 


ULJ risit. 1, rlimtt^all the physicians of the 
borough and they agreed in the statement 
that many were marked 
typhoid, while a 


number of cases were of that doubtful form, 
typhoid malarial. The Borough Council and 
the physicians had urged care in disinfec- 
tion, the use of only boiled water, etc. The 
prevalent belief was that while some oases 
had occurred where the pump water was 
supposed only to have been^ used, yet in 
much the greater number, the disease had 
oocnrred where the hydrant water was em- 
ployed. 
The latter is furnished by a com- 


pany who draw the supply from the river, 
the m-take pipe being only a short distance 
out in the stream and so situated that it 
readily takes in the sewerage from the sewer 
pipes just above. 


It addition the surface drainage flows 


above and below into the river, BO that this 
aids in pollution of the water. Many houses 
are furnished with the most rude form of 
cess-pool, .there being no box or well and the 
^filth running over the ground in every direc- 
tion, saturating the earth, and thence flow- 
ing into the river. 
The borough surveyor 


has provided a map on which the physicians 
agree to dot the location of cases, and also 
will furnish data for each as to the water 
used. 
The disease does not prevail beyond 


the borough limits. I made a thorough survey 
of the place and find also that a canal which 
is nearly empty receives much contaminating 
matter and finally pours its contents into 
the river. 


The streets appear to be as clean as might 


be expected at this season and under the 
heavy load of snow on every side. 
I have 


urged care in using only boiled water, in 
careful disinfection of the stools, etc., in all 
cases of the disease. 
As so many things 


point to the m-take as a source of the pollu- 
tion of the water, I suggested the analysis 
of samples of the water. It certainly is of 
the utmost importance that the supply pipe 
of the'water works should be extended very 
much further into the river, as there is now 
abundant o;

I yeleil Fish In Boiling Water. 


One of the most remarkable discoveries 


in the shape of a peculiar species of fish 
ever rncde on this continent was that made 
at Carson City, Nev., in 1876. At that time 
both tho Hale & Norcross and the Savage 
mines v. ere down to what is known as the 
"2,200-fuot level." When at that depth a 
subterranean lake of boiling water was 
tapped. This accident flooded both mines 
to a dep th of 400 feet. After this water had 
all been pumped out except that which had 
gathered in basins and in the inaccessible 
portions, of the works, and when the water 
still had a temperature of 128 degs.—nearly 
BcnltUii£ not—mttuy queer luunmj? ntme 
blood red fish were taken out. In appear- 
ance they somewhat resembled the goldfish. 


They i eemed lively and sportive enough 


when they were in their native element— 
boiling water—notwithstanding the f^t 
that they did not even have rudimentflly 
eyes. When the flsh were taken out of the 
hot water and put into buckets of cold wa- 
ter for the purpose of being transported to 
the surf.ice, they died as quickly as a perch 
or a bas i would if plunged into a kettle of 
water tliat was scalding hot; not only this, 
but the 4dn peeled off exactly (is if it had 
been boi led. 


Eyelet s flsh are common enough in all 


•ubterrii nean lakes and rivers, but this is 
the only case on record of living fish being 
found ir boiling water.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic. 


Tlie Most Remarkable Suicide* 


The most curious suicide in the annals of 


self destruction occurred at Chiquete, N. 
B., in the spring of 1890. Before commit- 
ting the deed the self murderer, who was 
tamed W. K. T. Jones, dug his own grave 
and placed a rough coffin of his own handi- 
work at the bottom. The dirt from, the 
opening WIM* Icopt from rolling Imcfe into 
the excavation by boards hold in place by a 
trigger to which a string was attached. 
Everything in readiness, the deliberate Mr. 
Jones, us subsequent developments re- 
vealed, (;ot in the coffin, took a dose of poi- 
son and then pulled the string, burying 
himself beneath tons of earth. This has 
been put down as one of the most unique 
and successful cases of self destruction on 
record.— Philadelphia Record. 


Finding a Lost Ring. 


A gent leman living at South Kensington 


was trai eling with his son from Gloucester 
road to Mark lane on the underground 
railway. Arrived at his destination, the 
young nan in opening the carriage door 
dropped from his finger a valuable ring, 
which f all between the carriage and the 
platforn i. The station inspector, who hap- 
pened to be standing near, said; "All right, 
sir; I saw it fall. Wait till the train is 
gone, and I'll get it for you." And directly 
the »rair moved out he duly jumped down 
on to the line, but no ring could be found. 
The gentleman waited some time and then 
went home. 


An hour or so afterward tha son went 


again to the railway station to inquire il 
the ring had been found, and while stand- 
ing there the same train entered the sta- 
tion, ha\ ing been right around the inner 
circle, acd, wonderful to relate, on the lower, 
footboard of the carriage the ring was dis- 
covered, having traveled the whole distance 
lying on the open board.—London TitXBits. 


Is there any reason why a little ivory ball 


spun around a roulette wheel, which is pro- 
vided with thirty-seven little stalls, each of 
the same size and number from 0 to 86, 
should not fall in the thirty«ixth every 
time? Every one will say at once this ques- 
tion Is absurd. Yet, if it is absurd, can any 
one explain why? If at the termination of 
one spin the ball has fallen Into stall No. 36, 
why should it not fall there again on the 
next spin as well as into any other particu- 
lar stall? Chance, you will say, is against 
It, and you will be right, but probably 
without being able to give a satisfactory 
reason why—that is, it is not an easy mat- 
ter to give a proper definition of the word 
chance. 


A record has been published giving the 


results of forty eight days' play at roulette 
table No. 3 at Monte Carlo. This record 
was made up by persons not connected 
with the establishment, and is probably 
accurate. It shows that in these forty- 
eight days' play the ball on this particular 
table was spun 81,374 times. On the rou- 
lette table two colors are recognized, black 
and red, and they are equally distributed 
among the thirty-six stalls of the wheel 
(excluding the zero), and we should expect 
that out of such a groat number of spins 
the red and the black should have appeared 
an equal numbur of times. What actually 
occurred is graphically represented as fol- 
lows: Number of spins, 81,374—black, 16,- 
292, red, 15,283. 


In other words, after spinning the little 


ivory ball around the wheel 31,874 consecu- 
tive times—a task which occupied the 
greater part of each day for forty-eight 
days—the black appeared just nine times 
oftener than the red. The average for the 
difference between the two colors for each 
day of the forty-eight was sixteen, and the 
greatest difference between them on any 
one day was fifty-seven. The greatest total 
difference between them at any one time 
was 108—that is, from the begiujiing of the 
forty-eight days of which the record was 
kept the black and the red were never more 
than 108 apart, and at the end of the mouth 
and a half they were practically even. 


Again, in 81,874spins, any first class gam- 


bler will tell you, each of the thirty-seven 
numbers (including the zero) should have 
appealed 847 times. 


He will not bo able to tell you why it 


should be so. He will merely say that in 
the long run it must be so, because it has 
always been so in the post. As a matter of 
fact one number, the 17, appeared precisely 
647 times. Ten other numbers appeared 
within the range from 843 to 853, and 15 
other numbers from 384 to 858. So that out 
of 87 numbers 26 appeared within 25 of the 
correct mathematical average. Of the re- 
maining numbers 6 appeared within 60 of 
the required 847, and the dfcier 5 were 
somewhat farther out of the way, but the 
greatest error of all waa 79, which is pretty 
good considering the number of spins. If 
the record had been compiled after twice 
as many spins the error would probably 
have been reduced one-half. 


Suppose that instead of tpiuning the rou- 


lette ball tho keeper of the roulette table 
were to employ a human being to call out 
one or other of the thirty-seven numbers 
80,000 times In succession, and were to in- 
struct him to maintain all the averages of 
these many chances with approximate ac- 
curacy, and to do so without employing 
any method or regularity detectable by the 
keenest scrutiny. Even suppose that the 
roulette keeper were considerate enough to 
allow the human being to u&e a lead pencil 
and paper atid whatever other mechanical 
convenience he might name as well as un- 
limited time, he would flnd the task beyond 
his powers, and if he were required to make 
all the calculations rapidly and in his head 
he would soon give it up in disgust or be- 
come a howling manioc. 


And yet chance does it every day in the 


year. And it does it in such a manner as 
to bafne fab*> i—^~ti»a..-v-.. -.* -^n —,\. . ^.~w. x.. 
discover any method in its work. It per- 
forms it so as to neglect no interest, leave 
out no combination, color, number or se- 
ries. Chance therefore does what a hu- 
man being can never hope to do. 


There are many persons, however, who, 


to judge by the manner in which they play, 
flnd it difficult to believe that chance is 
absolutely impartial. You may hear a man 
whose opinions on other subjects you would 
receive with respect, gravely declare, for 
instance, that longer series are encountered 
at "Trenteetquarante" than at roulette, or 
vice versa. Or, again, that there are not so 
many long series on odd and even as there 
are on the . olors, or perhaps that certain 
numbers have a tendency to follow certain 
others. 


There are the superstitious players—those 


who back the number of their room at the 
hotel, or of the railroad car in which they 
traveled, or the first number they notice on 
entering the jalon—or some number they 
dream of, reud of or hear repeated. Hun- 
dreds do this every day, and it therefore 
follows, the odds being only 86 to 1 against 
each, that several must do so successsfully. 
But the losers are reticent; only those who 
win talk much about it, and tb.un supersti- 
tion Is kept alive. 


Clustering of events is absolutely neces- 


sary in order to maintain an average. An 
average can only be kept up in one or two 
ways. 1. By perfect regularity. 2. By clus- 
tering. It is impossible that events over 
which we have no control, such as fires, 
shipwrecks or railroad accidents, should 
take place regularly. If, for instance, you 
learned from statistics that the average 
number of fires in some large town during 
a period of twenty years was thirty-six, to 
find that that exact number took place ev- 
ery year would be more remarkable than 
that fewer took place some years and more 
during others. 


Periodicity, then, is very observable on 


the gaming table; each number appears 
once in thirty-seven times on an average, 
but not every thirty-seventh time; there- 
fore it appears in numbers, more or less— 
there being no other way. Each event dis- 
plays the same tendency; periodicity is al- 
ways at work.—New York World.
